MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


•Wonderful to relate, none of the i>er- 
•ons In the passenger train were injured, 
although none of them escaped. In all 
probability, the greatest shock they ever 
••stained in their lives. 
There is no doubt that their experience 


•would have been different had It not been 
feat the engineer of the passenger train 
•aught sight of the conductor of the 
freight train flagging him to stop and, in 
i**pona* to the signal, he reversed his 
tever and applied the brakes. 


THUNDEROUS IMPACT. 


The distance was too short in which to 
•Tin* the flying passenger train to a stop 
and as a consequence, it crashed Into th* 
t*ar of the freight which wai only a short 
distance around the curve at that point, 
•ndtavorlns to pull in on a siding with 
tte results referred to 
Th* passenger engine was shattered 
Md rolled into the ditch. The caboose 
•f the freight was reduced to splinters. 
Th* forty irelght cars were broken into

The ponderous freight engine was 


Wtted by the Impact of the rails and

Pullman was conductor. 
Th* engineer, fireman and a brakeman 


were in the passenger engine at the 


time, saw that their only hope was to 
Jump from the cab. 
They acted on the 


Instant, and to this fact, they owe their 
lives. 
The engineer was W. A. B«Men, and b* 
sustained lacerations on the face and 
hands and Ills scalp was badly torn In 
several place*. The fireman ^as L. M. 
Wilson, and he sustained a sprained back 
and a few bruises. The brakeman, who 
was in the cab at the time, wa» J. H. 
Caldwell, but in making his ftyin« leap 
he escaped uninjured. 
On the freight train Just as It was 


about to be struck by the passenger, was 
a man named J. J. Ryan, and he man- 
aged to save himself by Jumping to the 
ground which was easily done because 
that train was moving slowly at the time. 


HOW IT HAPPENED. 
' The accident was occasioned either by 
the freight stopping to take the siding in 
question or by being stalled by reason of 
the fact that It contained forty heavily- 
laden cars consigned to various quarters 
and loaded with a miscellaneous assort- 
ment of freight, machinery, merchandise, 
fruit and cattle. There were fifty steers 
in three of the car* and of these only 
twenty escaped with their lives, but they 
were so Injured that they will be worth- 
less on the market. 


CAUSE OF DISASTER. 


Division Superintendent Baker of the 


Southern Pacific Rallroaa company stat- 
ed to the newspaper representative that 
he believed the accident was due to the 
fact that In the flagging of the passen- 
ger train, J. Pullman, the conductor of 
the freight, did not go far enough back 
from his own train to signal the advanc- 
ing passenger in time to enable the en- 
gineer of the latter to bring his train to 
a stop In time to avert disaster. 


NEAR THE SIDING. 


The freight train maue its move tow- 


ard the siding In Pleasanton shortly affer 
2 30 o'clock. The Stockton train pulled 
out of the depot In Stockton, on its way 
to this city, at 12 05 o'clock p. m., and 
made Its usual speedy run from that city 
to Livermo!*e. the town Immediately north 
of Pleasanton, where it made Its usual 
stop. When it got under way again, as 
is usually the case, It set out at a moie 
rapid pace, and the first Intimation that 
there was anj thing in the way of a safe 
passage was the belated appearance of 
the freight conductor with tardy signal 
of danger. 
The wreck will be an expensive one, 


and in a day or so, there will be an;at- 
tempt made by Southern Pacific officials 
to ascertain who is responsible for it.

THE VAST 
IMPROVEMENTS 


Oakland Will Be One of the Greatest 


Cities in the West When Work 


\ 
Is Completed. 


Any broad scheme for the improvement 


«f the bay of Ban* Francisco cannot b« 
Tightly regarded except in its application 
•to all the communities around it, for ev- 
wty community benefits by such Improve- 
nents. In the past, when competition 
was auppo.sod to be the life of trade, the 
ijrosperity of a' community was believetl 
to depend in part on the depression o*° 
Its neighbors. Now, when it is known 
that the prosperity of one conduces to 
the prosperity of the others, each pro- 
gression of a community is welcomed 
by its neighbors, says the Chronicle. 


This Is particularly true of the com- 
munities s irroundlng a common body of 
water, such as the cities and towns 
around tho bay of Ban Francisco, and 
its offsetting bays. This is shown In th« 
Improvements that are under way on th«i 
San Fmn< isco and the Oakland water 
fronts. For every slip for the accommo- 
dation of 'erryboats that Is built at San 
Francisco, a corresponding slip is re- 
quired on the other side of the bay. For 
•very similar slip that is built at Oak- 
land, a corresponding one is needed at 
SftusalUo or San Francisco, 
\vnen tho 
Key Route built its terminal, it empha- 
sised the needs of increased passenger 
aecommfldiittona on this side of the bay 
"When the Western PaclHc builds ita pas- 
senger terminal at Oakland, It will ren- 
der those needs imperative. 


This is equally true of freight accom- 
modations. For every wharf built at Oak- 
land for tre receipt of railroad freight, p, 
similar whnrf is needed here. 
As tho 
needs of such community grow, the re- 
quirements of all grot* and their pros- 
perity, therefore, becomes largely Inter- 
dependent, so that no improvement can 
be (Mda t~> any part of th* water front 
•without benefiting erery other part. 
Nor doe-? It requite any great length 


of time be'ore the interdependence of tho 
communities is 
felt. 
About the 
samo 
time the Western Pacific 
let Its con- 
tracts for the improvement of Its San 
Francisco property it let contracts for 
tho Impro-v oment of its Oakland 
prop- 


erty, and the work will progress simul- 
taneously. 


The improvement of the San Francisco 
water front means increased prosperity 
to Oakland, and the improvement of tho 
Oakland water 
front means increased 
prosperity to San Francisco. Th* water 
front* of th* two communities cannot bo 
considered singly, and the sam* Is true, 
in a lesser degree, of all the water front 
on th* bay of San Francisco. 
Miles of Wafer Front

Probably the largest single undertaking 


on the water front Is that of the San 
Franclscoi Oakland and San Jose Rail- 
way Company, which proposes to expend 
$10,350,000 in improving its property be- 
tween tne present pier and the Oakland 
mole of the Southern Pacific. Plans have 
been drawn for the work by Howard C. 
Holmes. They provide j.or dredging the 
area described to a depth of thirty feet, 
for filling in 500 acres of tide land, and 
for building pters that will accommodate 
more than 200 vessels. Piles have already 
been ordered for the piers, and dredging 
operations have started. 
Key Route Improvements 


The tide-land lots will be nlled in for 


a distance of several hundred yards off 
shore, where a seawall will be construct- 
ed to impound the silt and dredgings from 
the basin. The filled area will be about 
500 acres, and It is estimated that it 
will require 5,000,000 cubic yards to fill 
It. 
The land thus formed wtll be used 


for railroad yards and for manufactur- 
ing sites. One of the most complete 
freight terminals in the world will be laid 
out on this property, and the company 
has obtained a franchise to lay tracks on 
Wood street, so that It will have an In- 
let for freight. The company has agreed 
to give equal switching rights to all roads, 
so tha't the shipper over any line will 
have the same advantages in getting his 
freight to tide water. 


On the seawall, whtch_wlll extend from 


the rnole of the Southern Pacific to the 
pier of the Key Route, piers will be built 
Into the basin. They will be among the 
largest and of best construction in the 
world. There will be ten of them, in 
addition to a car ferry slip. They wilt 
be 100 feet In width and 1000 feet In 
length, and -will rest upon concrete piles. 
A spur track will run to each wharf, so 
that the cars of any railroad may be 
brought alongside the vessel. Modern ap- 
pliances. such as cranes, etc.. will be in- 
stalled. and the cost of handling freight 
will be' reduced to a minimum. 


IB addition to these ten piers, twenty- 
four others will be built from the present 
trestle of the Key Route. This is to be 
reconstructed with reinforced 
concrete 
piles and a steel cover1ng,_ At angles of 
forty-five degrees from 
trestle the 


te filling, in a large area of 
tit* Western Pacific will 1)11 In a 


piers will project into tne basin. Theyi 
will be of the same construction and di- 
mensions as the others and will be sim- 
ilarly equipped. Altogether there will be 
thirty- four piers, which will accommo- 
date sixty-eight of the largest craft in 
the world, or about 200 ordinary vessels. 
The basin, which will be dredged to, a 


depth of thirty feet, will afford a water 
area, clear of the piers, of more than 
1500 acres. It will be triangular in shape, 
and will be bounded by the Southern Pa- 
cific mote, the Key Route trestle and the 
new seawall. 
The whole system, with 


the basins, piers and yards, will form 
one 
of 
the 
most complete* and beat 
equipped terminals at tide water in the 
country. 
Water Front Litigation 


Both the Southern Pacific and Western 


Pacific ar* doing work on their terminals. 
but this was preceded by litigation which 
Jeft .the title to much of the property la 
doubt. 
As left by the decision of- th% 


United Stater Cqttrt of Appeals, th title 
to the property to the low water line of 
1S»2 is vested lit th* .City of Oakland: 
wb*r*as the Utto to th* property between 


construction that has been done was un- 
dertaken on city franchises, with the idea 
that the city owned the property to the 
bulkhead line, the decision leaves the 
Southern Pacific in the position of a 
trespasser on state property. 


The city has parted with its holdings, 


with the exception of a strip of water 
front between the property and that of 
the Southern Pacific. The state, accord- 
ing to the decision, owns all the property 
between the low water line and the bulk- 
head line, but it has yet taken no action 
toward establishing its title. Should this 
be finally established It would give the 
state the same right to collect tolls, dock- 
ake, etc., as is exercised on this side 'of 
the bay. 
Until this is done the title 


to this property must be somewhat un- 
certain.

Western Pacific Work 


The Western Pacific has acquired 1000 


feet of properly on the water 
front 


between the 
training wall and

Southern Pacific mole. 
Plans for the 


improvement of this have been drawn 
and some of the contracts let. 
From 


the shore to the bulkhead line a solid 
wharf will be built COO feet wide. North 
of this will be a slip :oo feet wide and 
then a pier 200 feet wide. 
On the mole 
proper tracks wilt be laid and freight 
yards constructed, as well as the depots, 
a passenger slip and a freight slip. 
The main slip between th* pier and the 
mole will be about 3000 feet long and will 
be dredged to a depth of thirty feet. 
Provision has been made on the mole for 
lumber wha»-ves, train sheds, etc. 


A contract for bufldtag the ferry and 


freight slips has been let for $700,000. 
It Is estimated that this work will be" 
completed in six months. 
Another con- 
tract provides for filling an area of 
1,000,000 square feet and thg construction 
of a terminal arm. 
The freight and 
the ferry slips will be 600 feet loqg and 
the water will be dredged to a depth of 
fifteen feet. 
The boats which will ply 


between the mole an* this side of the 
bay will be 230 feet long, with a seating 
capacity of 1200 to 1500 persons.

will cost about ?220,0<K>. 
The terminal 


arm, which will extend parallel with the 
mole, will be about XOO feet shorter) and 
a 200-foot slip will be left between the 
-two. 
This wJll be dredged, to a depth 


sufficient to accommodate, the largest 
vessels. <•. The pier 'will be equipped with 
cranes and other devices for handling, 
freight and will be laid with tracks so 
that cargoes may be loaded directly from 
cars to vessels. 
It Is estimated that-all 
the Improvements wlH cost several mil- 
lion dollars and' wilt require about two 
years for th'sir completion, 
j , 


The company will doubtless undertake 


other improvements on the Oakland wa.- 
ter front a* It acquires the property. 
It 


holdingrs, and' if It should acquire these it 
will doubtless improve them in keeping 
with the rest of its terminal property. 


The "Western Pacific is also undertaking 


improvements on this side of the bay to 
meet Its needs. 
A contract has been 


•let for filling in the land It holds- near 
Islaia creek to a construction company 
for $1,000,000. 
The grading will be done 
as far north as Ninth and Brannan 
streets. 
As soon as possible the board of 


harbor commissioners will build the sea 
wall in front of this property, when the 
company will begin thg construction of its 
San Francisco terminal. 
The Southern Pacific is filling In the 


tide lots adjacent to its mcle, which will 
add considerably to its trticK room. 
At 


the same time It is dredging in front of 
the bulkhead line so that large vessels 
will have access to its wharves. 
The 


filled area is about fifty acres, 
City Improvements 


Plans are alao under way to Improve 


the city property between the Southern i 
Paclflo and Westera Paolflo terminals. 
The city has several thousand feet of 
frontage, and it is desired to raise a fund 
of $2,000,000 for tbe -improvement of thfi 
property and the building of four piers. 
The last court - decision leaves the title 
to the property between the low water 
line and the bulkhead line in the State, 
but this Is not delaying the plans. It Is 
intended to build on* of the piers at 
Grove street, one at Broadway, one at 
Twenty-second street, and one between 
the lines of the Southern Pacific and 
the Western Pacific, The recommenda- 
tion has not yet passed the council. 


The foregoing Improvements cover all 


that part of the Oakland water front 
that fronts on the bay proper. In ad- 
dition to this Oakland has a frontage of 
four miles on the estuary and tidal canal. 
Nearly all this property is privately 
owned, and its Improvement Is largely a 
matter of private interest. A number of 
wharves are being constructed and some 
rebuilt 


Through the efforts of the Oakland and 
Francisco Chambers of Commerce an 
appropriation was secured from Congress 
of more than $500.000 for deepening and 
widening of the estuary and canal. With 
this money It Is intended to dredge the 
channel from the bay to Fallon street to a. 
width of 600 feet and a depth of twenty- 
flve feet 
From Fallon street • to Tenth 


avenue, on the tidal basin. It will be 
dredged to a width of 300 feet and th* 
same depth. Around the north side of th* 
basin to the tidal canal a channel 300 feet 
wide and seventeen feet deep will be 
dredged!. Another channel of the same 
width and'depth will b* dredged'from the 
tidal canal along the Alameda shore to 
Tenth avenue. 


On th* bay shore tHree railorads have 
franchise* for laying'tracks, which takes 
th* place of a belt'road. On tbe shore 


granted. 
The Southern Pacific made a 


similar application, which was also de- 
nied by the City Council. It obtained a 
franchise, however, from the Board of 
Supervisors, outside the city limits, and 
in this territory will have a monopoly of 
the rail traffic along the shore. 


Along the estuRry the water front can 


never come under State control, as It is 
on this side of the bay, but the title to 
the bay shore is stilt a matter of some 
doubt. As it stands, tho title is vested 
in the State, and it scema as though it 
might bo worth while for trie State to 
establish this title.

Parking 


The initial step toward the dredging of Lake Merritt and the 
tf of the park lands between Eighth and Twelfth streets with the 


p was taken by the Board of Public Works at its meeting 


yesterday. Now that the revenue for the purchase and improvement 
,of park lands is available, the members of the Board of Public Works, 
who are all progressive, are not letting the grass grow umter their 
ftct in carrying out the wishes of the public. 


Park improvement is one of the evidences of civic enterprise, 


high municipal aspirations and superior growth. Those cities in 
the State which have fostered the esthetic and spent money .with a 
fr*e hand io municipal adornment have profited a thousand-fold by 
ft. Oakland is in the swim and must hereafter be included in this 
class. It is fully alive to the situation. A live and progressive admin- 
istration is hastening to meet the public demands. The time for 
action has been long delayed, but fulfillment is finally in sight. 


The present administration is carrying out, under favorable aus- 


pices, what the administration of 1889-91 started under adverse condi- 
tions and in the face of vigorous opposition when it adopted a system 
of boulevarding Lake Merritt and built the first section of that 
popular thoroughfare on the eastern shore. The mossbacks of that 
time put, of course, all kinds of obstacles in the way, and succeeded 
later on in obstructing the carrying out of the original plans for a 
magnificent driveway on a uniform level around this beautiful sheet 


" of water, set like a priceless gem in the heart of the city. The fight 


for the adornment of the lake and its development into the thing of 
Wauty which nature and art have combined in designing that it 
should be has been through all the years an uphill one. But the 
complete triumph of its promoters is plainly in sight. . Compromises 


' have had to be made, modifying 'he original plans; but these have 


fortunately resulted in producing- a general scheme of parking land 
and1 water which promises results more elaborate and beautiful and 
more acceptable to the municipality at large than 
were at first 


deemed possible. Perhaps, everything considered, the long delay has 
not beer) altogether waited, for Oakland has experienced a genuine 
awakening in these latter days, and it is blessed with an administri- 
tion that is in accord with the temper of the people and keen enough 
to appreciate the opportunities within its grasp for progressive 
action. It is, therefore, losing no time to carry out the wishes of 
the people as expressed so emphatically at the recent park bond 
elections. The foundation is being actively 
laid for the 
quick 


development of the Lake Merritt and other parking schemes which 
will ultimately place this city on the highest plane of municipal 
adornment, add inestimably to 
property values 
and stimulate 


private enterprise in a way that it has never before been stimulated. 
"Alls we'l that ends well." 


NOTES FROM THE SUMMER RESORTS. 


Growth of California Cities. 


It is a well established fact that California communities grow 


phenomenally. Some of them have sprung- into existence over night 
like a mushroom. Others have grown by fits and starts and some 
have awakened at the end of a long period of lethargy and attained 
prominence by sudden leaps and iKJunds. This has been the experi- 
ence in a broad sense of si*ch ancient communities (that is, ancient 
from a California standpoint) as Los Angeles and San Diego, which 
constitute th« oldest civilized settlements in the State, not even 
excepting Monterey, the pre-American capital of Alta California. 


It was not until the transcontinental railroads entered Los 


Angeles that it began to grow out of what might be termed its 
pue-blo state, when it had a population of about five thousand Mexi- 
cans, Spaniards and Mission Indians and not over twenty-five hun- 
dred Americans. 
And it took an immense amount of systematic 


and persistent booming to get it! started to a higher growth. In fact, 
the first inflation movement was overdone, and produced a long 
period of disaster and cits-tress. That was followed by a healthier and 
more permanent 'growth, based upon a better foundation than the 
laying out of mushroom townsites located in the suburban wilder- 
ness around hotel structures for which there was no d'-emand, present 
or prospective. Judicious; advertising, in which the railroad® and every 
other important interest took an active part, and in which special 
railroad excursions from the East and the settlement there of a class 
of wealthy healthseekers who were attracted by the climate and 
semi-tropicali products, helped it along, although its climate is in 
many respects inferior to that of Oakland and the products of the 
•oil not superior in quality and vafue and not as varied and numer- 
ous as* those of Alameda coumfj. until it had seven years ago a 
census population of 102.000 and now claims a total of 280,000 in- 
habitants. 


With a more equable climate and a bay second only in size 


and commercial suitability to San Francisco bay, San Diego remained 
virtually dormant until very recent times. The Union now says the 
city has a population of 40,000 and has started to grow to a much 
higher position in the list of California communities—one which is 
more in keeping with its commercial possibilities. And the Union 
takes pride in noting that during the past seven months the per- 
mits for new buildings issued in San Diego represent a value of over 
$1,270,001), which is practically equal to the Value of the building 
permits issued in Los Angeles in the first seven months of 1900, 
when that city had a population nearly two-thirds larger than that 
now possessed by the so-called city of "bay and climate." The same 
paper also shows that when the value of the Los Angeles permits of 
the first seven months of last year are compared with that of the 
permits issued there during the same period this year there is a 
falling off of $3,165,000 in evidence and a decrease of 1247 in the 
number of the permits issued. 


The results in*T>oth of these cities have been reached, however, 


chiefly by artificial and sometimes more or less questionable pro- 
cesses, not always correlated to natural conditions, in direct contrast 
with the prime agencies of development in Oakland. This city has 
grown strictly on its natural merits, without any of that hothouse 
booming which has been so frequently characteristic of the southern 
cities. These natural merits were not generally discovered until a 
comparatively recent date, it is true; bvtt the growth of the city has 
since been phenomenal. While the values of building improvements 
in Los Angeles have shrunk over $3,000,000 this year, as comparer 
wi^i Ivt year, the report of the Board of Public Works in this city for 
•te fiscal year ending June 3D shows exactly the opposite conditions 
namely, the issuance of permits for nearly $10,000,000 worth of build- 
ing improvements, or approximately 120 per cent of an increase over 
the value of the building improvements officially authorized the pre- 
vious ye-ir. Most of this represents substantial permanent growth 
with the outlook during the coming year of a much more important 
and costly development, for even Los Angeles capitalists'have dis- 
covered that Oakland possesses rare commercial advantages, a back

carefully screened. At these secret meetings decrees of death are 
lassed upon those of the Czar's advisers who conspicuously obstruct 
he progress of reform. It has been invariably the practice of the 
evolutionists to execute these secret decrees at the most unexpected 
moment, but under conditions which never fail to carry terror to the 
icarts of Nicholas and ihis counsellors.

worst nuisanc* Is that arising from the 
sewers and the gas main. My daughters, 
in going to and from school, have Contin- 
ually complained of headaches and Illness 
caused from breathing the foul air." 


Henry Ixiuey, residing at the junction 


of First avenue and Ninth streets, is an- 
other who complains of the nuisance of 
the dump and sewers.

GROUND OF DUTY. 


The society takes the ground that la its 
duty to stop the general abuse of draught 
animals, the beating, the overloading, the 
overdriving and the driving of galled am 
disabled animals, the neglect of food and 
shelter for the same, and the use of the 
tight check-rein. It also believes that 1 
is its duty to stop cruelties on rallroa^ 
stock trains, the bleeding of calves to 
make white, veal, the suffering in ship- 
ment and sale of birds and the plucklnst 
of live fowls. It also aims to discourage 
the practice of "killing for sport," the 
mutilation of animals for fashion's sake 
and the killing of birds for fashlonabl 
adornment. 


CONDITION OF HORSE. 


The secretary. Mrs. J^aurence Gron- 
lund, who has prepared the report, sets 
forth that the work of amelioration has 
been devoted mainly to the condition o 
the horse because he Is the most used and 
most abused of all animals. Without the 
vigilance exercised by the society such 
cruelty would pass unchecked and the 
dumb animals of this section would hav* 
little or no protection from the cruel prac- 
tices of brutal persons into whose hands 
they so often fall.

With respect to the cruel treatment o) 
fowl, the secretary adduces one instance

As far back 
as 1883 the state legislature of Pennsyl- 
vania passed a law giving agents of the 
womens' branch of the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals the right to make arrests? Ob- 
jection was made to the passage of the 
bill, some thinking it dangerous to put 
the power of arrest in the hands of wo- 
men. 
But others befriended the measure 
and it became a law. The fact that this 
•society has grown to be one of the larg- 
est, most respected, „ most useful 
and 
active in the united/ States proves that 
confidence In its members was not mis- 
placed. With Mrs. Holland's knowledge 
of animals, her recognition of their rights 
and feelings, her courage and deep in- 
terest in tlie society and its work, we be- 
lieve ourselves fortunate in having her 
to act as humane officer for us." 


WOULD DO MORE. 


There are now on the membership roll 
17G names, and nearly all of the owners 
of them are greatly interested in the 
good work. 
The society would be pleased to receive 
pecuniary assistance for tha purpose of 
enabling it to establish a home and hos- 
pital for animals such as exist in many 
cities; to establish a system of suburban 
agenta as obtains in the vicinity of Lon- 
don;
